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FLAMES DESTROY HOUSE 


The frame dwelling and 
summer 
house, with all content^, of Oscar Grif­ 
fin, located about two miles m est of 
New Oxford 011 the Bonneauvilie road, 
formerly known as the Michael Liv­ 
ingston 
blacksmith 
stand, close to 
Kohler’s sclioolhouse, were burned to 
the ground about G o’clock Sunday ev­ 
ening, by a fire of unknown origin, en­ 
tailing a loss of about $3,000. 
At the

of sugar, two tablespoonfuls of soft- 
ened butter, and when well mixed add 
one cupful of milk, two and one-half 
cupfuls of flour sifted with two tea- 
Bpoonfuls of baking powder. Bake in 
a sheet or cut into biscuits. 


The Biscuit.—Take a pint of bread 


Bponge which has been mixed with 
some milk, or add a half cupful of 
warm milk, a beaten egg and table- 
spoonfuls of soft butter. Knead well, 
let rise, roll out, cut into biscuit, place 
In a baking pan and put to rise. When 
very light, bake In a hot oven. 


Spider Cake.—Take one and two- 


thirds cupfuls of corn meal, one-third 
of a cupful of flour, one teaspoonful of 
salt, three tablespoonfuls of sugar, 
Bift together; add two beaten eggs, 
one cupful of sweet milk and one cup- 
ful of sour milk, with one teaspoonful 
of soda added. Pour into a very hot, 
well greased spider or frying pan. 
Bake nearly an hour in a moderate 
oven. 
Spoon Corn Bread.—Take one cup- 


ful of boiled rice, one cupful of corn 
meal. Scald the meal with one cupful 
of boiling water, add two cupfuls of 
Bweet milk, two eggs, one-half tea- 
spoonful of salt, two teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder, one teaspoonful of 
BUgar. Beat well and bake in a baking 
dish from which it is to be served. 


Steamed Oatmeal Brown Bread.— 


Take one cupful of graham flour, 
three-fourths of a cupful of cornmeal, 
two teaspoonfuls of salt, two cupfuls 
of sour milk, two cupfuls of oatmeal, 
one-half cupful of molasses or one- 
fourth cupful of molasses and one- 
fourth cupful of sugar, one and one- 
half teaspoonfuls of soda. Mix all the 
ingredients and steam two and one- 
half hours, if in one mold.

OUT OF A CAN OF CORN. 


Corn Is one of the vegetables like 


potatoes that nearly everybody likes. 


There are any number of 
ways in which to serve 
It; as a vegetable, a 
soup," a chowder, scal- 
loped and In salad are a 
few of its accomplish' 
ments. 


Corn Soup.—Chop one 


can of corn, add one pint 
of boiling water and sim- 


mer 20 minutes; rub through a sieve. 
Scald one pint of milk with a slice of 
onion and remove the onion and add 
the milk to the corn. Bind the soup 
with two tablespoonfuls each of but- 
ter and flour cooked together. Add 
salt and pepper to taste. 


Plain Corn Salad.—Drain a can of 


corn and season with mustard and 
onion juice. 
Marinate with French 


dressing and let stand one hour, then 
drain and arrange on a bed of lettuce 
or chicory. 


Corn Chowder.—Take one can of 


corn, four cupfuls of diced potatoes, 
a one and one-half inch cube of salt 
pork, four cupfuls of scalded milk, 
eight milk crackers, three tablespoon- 
fuls of butter, one sliced onion and 
salt and pepper. Cut the pork in small 
pieces and try out. Add the onion and 
cook five minutes, stirring often. Par- 
boil the potatoes five minutes, drain 
and add to the fat, then add two cup- 
fuls of boiling water; cook until the 
potatoes are soft; add corn and milk, 
then heat to the boiling point. Season 
with salt and pepper, add the butter 
and the crackers soaked in hot milk to 
soften. 
Serve with the crackers on 


top of the chowder. 
This quantity 


will serve six people. 


Mock Crab.—Melt four tablespoon- 


fuls of butter, add one-half cupful of 
flour. Mix one-half teaspoonful of salt 
with three-fourths of a teaspoonful of 
mustard, and a dash of paprika. 
Stir 


until well blended, then pour on grad- 
ually one and one-half cupfuls of milk. 
Bring to the boiling point and add cftie 
can of corn, one egg slightly beaten 
and three teaspoonfuls of Worcester- 
shire sauce. 
Turn into a buttered 


dish, cover with croutons and bake un- 
til the croutons are brown.

HOT BREADS. 


Hot breads are always liked and 
with such a variety one may hav* 


something different for 
every meal. 


Good 
Muffin».—Cream 
two 
tablespoonfuls 
of 
butter with two table­ 
spoonfuls of sugar, add 
two eggs, two cupfuls of 
flour sifted with two tea­ 
spoonfuls of baking pow­ 
der and add one cupful of 
milk. 
Beat well and bake in muffin 
rings. 


Sally Lunn.—Beat two eggs, whites 
nnd yolks separately, add one cupful 
of sugar, two tablespoonful9 of soft­ 
ened butter, and when well mixed add 
one cupful of milk, two and one-half 
cupfuls of flour sifted with two tea- 
Bpoonfuls of baking powder. Bake in 
a sheet or cut into biscuits. 


The Biscuit.—Take a pint of bread 
sponge which has been mixed with 
gome milk, or add a half cupful of 
warm milk, a beaten egg and table- 
ppoonfuls of soft butter. Knead well, 
let rise, roll out, cut into biscuit, place 
In a baking pan and put to rise. When 
very light, bake in a hot oven. 


Spider Cake.—Take one and two- 
thirds cupfuls of corn meal, one-third 
of a cupful of flour, one teaspoonful of 
salt, three tablespoonfuls of sugar, 
sift together; add two beaten eggs, 
one cupful of sweet milk and one cup­ 
ful of sour milk, with one teaspoonful 
of soda added. 
Pour into a very hot, 
well greased spider or frying pan. 
Bake nearly an hour in a moderate 
oven. 


Spoon Corn Bread.—Take one cup­ 
ful of boiled rice, one cupful of corn 
meal. Scald the meal with one cupful 
of boiling water, add two cupfuls of 
sweet milk, two eggs, one-half tea­ 
spoonful of salt, two teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder, one teaspoonful of 
sugar. Beat well and bake in a baking 
dish from which it is to be served. 


Steamed Oatmeal .Brown Bread.— 
Take one cupful of graham flour, 
three-fourths of a cupful of cornmeal, 
two teaspoonfuls of salt, two cupfuls 
of sour milk, two cupfuls of oatmeal, 
one-half cupful of molasses or one- 
fourth cupful of molasses and one- 
fourth cupful of sugar, one and one- 
half teaspoonfuls of soda. Mix all the 
ingredients and steam two and one- 
half hours, if in one mold.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


Do not throw away the vinegar from 
pickled beet or other pickles. 
It may 


be used in salad dressing 
in place of other vinegar, 
giving a most desirable 
flavor and color. 


When we pay 20 cents 
a bunch for celery it is 
needful that every scrap 
is utilized. 
The tender 
inner 
stalks 
may 
be 
served fresh or in salad, 
the coarser outer stalks cooked and 
served with cheese in an escalloped 
dish, leaking a most appetizing and 
not common combination. 
Then the 
leaves may be dried and used as fla­ 
vor for soups and sauces. 


Add a few tablespoonfuls of salt 
pork cut in small cubes and fried 
brown to any vegetable soup, and a 
very little sugar. 
A pinch of sugar 
added to a roust of any kind adds to 
its flavor. 


When making gravies, sauces, or 
mushes that are apt to lump, stir and 
beat well with an egg whisk. This will 
save much time and many lumps. 
When using lemons, drop them in hot 
water to become heated or place in 
ihe oven to become hot. They will then 
give up every drop of juice* 


An old toothbrush will be found use­ 
ful in cleaning out small corners and 
for putting on shoe-blackening as it 
is small enough to get into the fine 
crevices where dust collects. 


When you have rough, chapped hands 
use fresh lard mixed with sugar, using 
enough lard to moisten the sugar; rub 
it in well and wear gloves to bed; in 
Uie morning the hands will be healed 
and softened, 


Old felt hats make the best kind of 
wicks for lanterns or lamps. 
Cut in 
strips suited for the burners. 


In frying mush, roll each slice in dry 
corn meal and a Jittle sugar. 
This 
makes the slices crisp and brown in 
color when fried. 


In the preparation of a meal use 
care that the amounts are neither too 
lavish nor lacking; one is equally as 
bad as the other, if not worse, as the 
Irishman says. 


Keeping all food In closed cans or 
boxes to keep from drying is a most 
important economy. 
A cut loaf of 
bread left in the air for a few hours is 
dry and unpalatable. 
All dry bread 
should be saved for the hundred and 
one ways for using it.

OUT OF A CAN OF CORN. 


w 


Corn is one of the vegetables like 
potatoes that nearly everybody likes. 


There are any number of 
ways in which to serve 
i t ; 
as 
a vegetable, 
a 
soup,% a chowder, scal­ 
loped and In salad are a 
few of its accomplish* 
ments. 


Corn Soup.—Chop one 
| 
can of corn, add one pint 
of boiling water and sim­ 
mer 20 minutes; rub through a sieve. 
Scald one pint of milk with a slice of 
onion and remove the onion and add 
the milk to the corn. Bind the soup 
with two tablespoonfuls each of but­ 
ter and fjour cooked together. 
Add 
salt and pepper to taste. 


Plain Corn Salad.—Drain a can of 
corn and season with mustard and 
onion juice. 
Marinate with French 
dressing and let stand one hour, then 
drain and arrange on a bed of lettuce 
or chicory. 


Corn Chowder.—Take one can of 
corn, four cupfuls of diced potatoes, 
a one and one-half inch cube of salt 
pork, four cupfuls of scalded milk, 
eight milk crackers, three tablespoon­ 
fuls of butter, one sliced onion and 
salt and pepper. Cut the pork in small 
pieces and try out. Add the onion and 
cook five minutes, stirring often. Par­ 
boil the potatoes five minutes, drain 
and add to the fat, then add two cup­ 
fuls of boiling water; cook until the 
potatoes are soft; add corn and milk, 
then heat to the boiling point. Season 
with salt and pepper, add the butter 
and the crackers soaked in hot milk to 
soften. 
Serve with the crackers on 
top of the chowder. 
This quantity 
will serve six people. 


Mock Crab.—Melt four tablespoon­ 
fuls of butter, add one-half cupful of 
flour. Mix one-lialf teaspoonful of salt 
with three-fourths of a teaspoonful of 
mustard and a dash of paprika. 
Stir 
until well blended, then pour on grad­ 
ually one and one-half cupfuls of milk. 
Bring to the boiling point and add otae 
can of corn, one egg slightly beaten 
and three teaspoonfuls of Worcester­ 
shire sauce. 
Turn into a buttered 
dish, cover with croutons and bake un­ 
til the croutons are brown. 


To know how to eat, what to eat 
and when to eat is a problem that 
humanity has never yet solved, al­ 
though she has enriched herself 
with many inventions.—Emerson. 


ORDINARY GOOD THINGS. 


Even a baked potato may be made 
to look stylish with a few passes of

or side of each 
potato. 
Press ktc 
let out the steam, fold back the cor­ 
ners and send to the table with a bit 
of butter and a dash of paprika and 
salt ou each. 


Raisin 
Pie.—Take one cupful of 
chopped raisins, boiling water to cover 
them, two tablespoonfuls of cracker 
crumbs, the yolks of two eggs well 
beaten, one-half cupful of sugar, the 
juice and rind of one lemon, one- 
fourth of a teaspoonful of salt. Bake 
the mixture in one crust and covei 
with a meringue, using the whites of 
the eggs and two tablespoonfuls • of 
sugar. Return to the oven And brown. 


Graham 
Pudding.—Take one and 
one-half cupfuls of graham flour, one- 
half cupful of molasses, one-fourth of 
a cupful of shortening, one egg, half a 
cupful of sour milk, one-lialf teaspoon­ 
ful of soda and one cupful Qf raisins. 
Add spices to taste and steam four 
hours. 


Sponge Drops.—Beat five eggs very 
light and add one cupful of sugar. Add 
a teaspoonful of lemon extract and fold 
in one cupful of ilour. 
Drop in tins 
nnd bake in a moderate oven. 


Cabbage Salad.—To one quart of 
chopped cabbage add one-lialf cupful 
of vinegar, two beaten eggs, one tea­ 
spoonful of prepared mustard, one tea­ 
spoonful of sugar, salt, pepper and a 
little butter. 
Cook the dressing until 
thick, pour hot over the cabbage and 
cook five minutes. 
Serve at opce. 


Pieplant Pie.—Take one cupful of 
raisins, 
two 
cupfuls 
of 
pieplant, 
chopped; half a cupful of water and 
one cupful of sugar. 
Place in a coy 
ered pie and bake as usual. 


One 
Egg 
Cake.—Cream 
together 
one cupful of sugar, half a cupful of 
sour cream and one egg. Add a pinch 
of salt, a half teaspoonful of soda and 
two-thirds of a^ cupful of milk; flavor 
with vanilla. Add two cupfuls of sift­ 
ed ilour and a teaspoonful of cream of 
tartar. Bake in layers or in loaf or 
gem pans.

of benefits the students would have in 
the consolidated school that they can 
never get under the present system, 
among which were better light, heat 
and ventilation, shower baths, gym- 
nasiums, libraries, advanced courses 
in music, domestic science which he 
declared was as important a subject 
as any in the present curriculum. 


"Consolidation 
will 
mean 
better 


trained teachers," continued Dr. Driv- 
er, "ft will mean that teachers will 
stay at, one place longer. It means 
better salaries for the teachers, bct- 
1)er health for the children, better 
homes, better churches and a better 
community. 


"School directors", concluded the 


speaker, "have an opportunity to serve 
the community today and they are 
servjng the Master Teacher when they 
are serving the children."

The speaker of the ev 
ening was Dr. Lee L. Driver, of the 
bureau of education, Harrisburg. His 
subject was “The Outlook.” Dr. Dri­ 
ver spoke on and advocated the con­ 
solidation of the schools of Abbotts­ 
town and immediate vicinity. 


Dr. Driver opposed t,he consolida­ 
tion of the schools of New Oxford, 
East Berlin and Abbottstown point­ 
ing out that there should be a first 
class high school at each of t„hese 
towns. According to his suggestion 
about eleven schools in Adams county 
would be consolidated at Abbottstown. 
It would include several of the schools 
in Berwick and Hamilton townships. 


Seven townships of the county were 
represented by 22 school directors. 


Dr. Driver enumerated the long list 
of benefits the students would have in 
the consolidated school that they can 
never get under the present system, 
among which were better light, heat 
and ventilation, shower baths, gym­ 
nasiums, libraries, advanced courses 
in music, domestic science which he 
declared was as important a subject 
as any in the present curriculum. 


“Consolidation 
will 
mean 
better 
trained teachers,” continued Dr. Driv- 
ei% “ft will mean that teachers will 
stay at, one place longer. 
It means 
better salaries for the teachers, bti- 
tjer health for the children, better 
homes, better churches and a better 
community. 


“School directors”, concluded the 
speaker, “have an opportunity to serve 
the community today and they are 
serving the Master Teacher when they 
are serving the children.”

speaker, "have an opportunity to serve 
the community today and they are 
serving the Master Teacher when they 
are serving the children."

The frame dwelling 
and 
summer 
hous«2, with all content^, of Oscar Grif- 
fin, located about two miles m est of 
New Oxford on the Bonneauvilie road, 
formerly known as the I^Iichael Liv- 
ingston 
blacksmith 
stand, close to 
Kohler*s schoolhouse, were burned to

Hot breads are always liked 
and 
with such a variety one may havt 


something different for 
every meal. 


Good 
Muffin»,—Cream 
two 
tablespoonfuls 
of 
butter 
with two 
table- 
spoonfuls of sugar, add 
two eggs, two cupfuls of 
flour sifted with two tea- 
spoonfuls of baking pow- 
der and add one cupful of 
milk. 
Beat well and bake in muflin 
rings. 


Sally Lunn.—Beat two eggs, whites 
and yolks separately, add one cupful 
of sugar, two tablespoonfuls of soft- 
ened butter, and when well mixed add 
one cupful of milk, two and one-half 
cupfuls of flour sifted with two tea- 
ppoonfuls of baking powder. Bake In 
a sheet or cut Into biscuits. 


Tho Biscuit—Take a pint of bread 
sponge which has been mixed with 
some milk, or add a half cupful of 
Würm milk, a beaten egg and table- 
spoonfuls of soft butter. 
Knead well, 
let rise, roll out, cut into biscuit, place 
In a baking pan and put to rise. When 
very light, bake In a hot oven. 


Spider Cake.—Take one and tw^o- 
thirds cupfuls of corn meal, one-tliird 
of a cupful of flour, one teaspoonful of 
salt, three tablespoonfuls of 
sugar, 
Blft together; add two beaten eggs, 
one cupful of sweet milk and one cup- 
ful of sour milk, with one teaspoonful 
of soda added. 
Pour into a very hot, 
well greased spider or frying pan. 
Bake nearly an hour In a moderate 
oven. 


Spoon Corn Bread.—Take one cup- 
ful of boiled rice, one cupful of corn 
meal. Scald the meal with one cupful 
of boiling water, add two cupfuls of 
sweet milk, two eggs, one-half tea- 
spoonful of salt, two teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder, one teaspoonful of 
sugar. Beat well and bake In a baking 
dish from which It is to be served. 


Steamed Oatmeal .Brown 
Bread.— 
Take 
one cupful of 
graham 
flour, 
three-fourths of a cupful of cornmeal. 
two teaspoonfuls of salt, two cupfuls 
of sour milk, two cupfuls of oatmeal, 
one-half cupful of molasses or one- 
fourth cupful of molasses and one- 
fourth cupful of sugar, one and one- 
half teaspoonfuls of soda. Mix all the 
Ingredients and steam two and one- 
half hours, if in one mold.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


Do not throw away the vinegar from 
pickled beet or other pickles. 
It may 


be used in salad dressing 
in place of other vinegar, 
giving a most desirable 
flavor and color. 


When we pay 20 cents 
a bunch for celery It is 
needful that every scrap 
is utilized. 
The 
tender 
inner 
stalks 
may 
be 
served fresh or in salad, 
the coarser outer stalks cooked and 
served with cheese In an escalloped 
dish, making a most appetizing and 
!iot common combination. 
Then the 
leaves may be dried and used as fla- 
vor for soups and sauces. 


Add a few tablespoonfuls of salt 
pork cut 
in small 
cubes and fried 
brown to any vegetable soup, and a 
very little sugar. 
A pinch of sugar 
added to a roast of any kind adds to 
its flavor. 


When making gravies, sauces, or 
mushes that are apt to lump, stir and 
beat well with an egg whisk. This will 
save much time? and many 
lumps. 
When using lemons, drop them In hot 
water to become heated or place in 
ihe oven to become hot. They will then 
give up every drop of juice- 


An old toothbrush will be found use- 
ful In cleaning out small corners and 
for putting on shoe-blackening as it 
is small enough to get Into the fine 
crevices where dust collects. 


When you have rough, chapped hands 
use fresh lard mixed with sugar, using 
enough lard to moisten the sugar; rub 
it In well and wear gloves to bed; In 
the morning the hands will be healed 
and softened. 


Old felt hats make the best kind of 
wicks for lanterns or lamps. 
Cut in 
Btripb suited for the burners. 


In frying mush, roll each slice in dry 
corn meal and a Jlttle sugar. 
This 
makes the slices crisp and brown in 
color when fried. 


In the preparation of a meal use 
care tlmt the amounts are neither too 
lavish nor lacking; one is equally as 
bad as the other, if nut worse, as the 
Irishuuui says. 


Keeping all food In closed cans or 
boxes to keep from dvx^us is a most 
Important economy.

one ways for using it. 
Toast points. 
• ubes for soup, croutons, stuffings, 
puddings, in meat loaves. In scalloped 
di.shes are a few of the ways of dis- 
posing of stale bread. 


Corn Is one of the vegetables like 
potatoes that nearly everybody likes. 


There are any number of 
ways in which to serve 
It; 
ad 
a 
vegetable, 
a 
soup, * a chowder, 
scal- 
loped and In salad are a 
few of its 
accomplish' 
ments. 


Corn Soup.—Chop one 
can of corn, add one pint 
of boiling water and sim- 
mer 20 minutes; rub through a sieve. 
Scald one pint of milk with a slice of 
onion and remove the onion and add 
the milk to the corn. 
Bind the soup 
with two tablespoonfuls each of but- 
ter and gour cooked together. 
Add 
salt and pepper to taste. 


Plain Corn Salad.—Drain a can of 
corn and season with mustard and 
onion juice. 
Marinate with French 
dressing and let stand one hour, then 
drain and arrange on a bed of lettuce 
or chicory. 


Corn Chowder.—Take one can of 
corn, four cupfuls of diced potatoes, 
a one and one-half inch cube of salt 
pork, four cupfuls of scalded milk, 
eight milk crackers, three tablespoon- 
fuls of butter, one sliced onion and 
salt and pepper. Cut the pork In small 
pieces and try out. Add the onion and 
cook five minutes, stirring often. Par- 
boil the potatoes five minutes, drain 
and add to the fat. then add two cup- 
fuls of boiling water; cook until the 
potatoes are soft; add corn and milk, 
then heat to the boiling point. 
Season 
with salt and pepper, add the butter 
and the crackers soaked In hot milk to 
soften. 
Serve with the crackers on 
top of the chowder. 
This quantity 
will serve six people. 


Mock Crab.—Melt four tablespoon- 
fuls of butter, add one-half cupful of 
flour. 
Mix one-half teaspoonful of salt 
with three-fourths of a teaspoonful of 
mustard and a dash of paprika. 
Stir 
until well blended, then pour on grad- 
ually one and one-half cupfuls of milk. 
Bring to the boiling point and add otie 
.can of corn, one egg slightly beaten 
and three teaspoonfuls of Worcester- 
shire sauce. 
Turn into a buttered 
dish, cover with croutons and bake un- 
til the croutons are brown.

declared was as important a subj^ect 
as any in the present curriculum.

It means 
better salaries for the teachers. btL-"

homes, better churcbes and a better 
community.

King of England So Termed Him In 
Speech Long After His Visit to 
New York—Eightoentii Cen- 
tury Slang.

titles bestowed on his superior oflicers 
by a British prince, in

In the Bulletin, recently published, 
are described some old volumes of 
British navy lists, once the property of 
William IV, "the sailor king.'* A num- 
ber of the volumes have his auto^iraph 
signature, "William 
Henry." on 
the 
title paffe, with hig naval rank at that 
date, and the name of his ship. 
Such 
is the case with the list of 1785. Avlien. 
in addition to his name, ho has sifrned 
himself "Lieutenant" of the "Hebe.'* 
"The younff prince had amused him- 
self," according to the Bulletin's edi- 
tor, by annoting certain volumes of 
the set. "which- he seems to have had 
Jn his cabin 
. . 
. and, if the eom- 
ment opposite the name of his 'grace 
the duke of Bolton, admiral of the 
White, loolcs suspiciously like the woro 
'mad,' it may be that the prince, even 
as a lieutenant, was in a position to 
know whereof he wrote. . . .

by no means the only comment at his 
disposal.
